being shipped to America by the thou- 
sands of barrels. Never before In tho 
history of this country has there been 
such a demand for Irish produce from 
the United States. .If It keeps up, a new 
Impetus will bo given to the Industry, 
and ambition of the Irish farmer. 


Reports coming back from America 


say that the potatoes from Ireland are 
giving full satisfaction in the big hotels 
and restaurants, and renewal orders are 
coming over by mall and cable. 


In 1879, when rack-renting landlordism 
was at its height, and its worst, the ship 
(Constellation, of the American navy, 
was sent to Ireland loaded with provi- 
sions for the starving people of the west 
whom the rapacious landlords -wore oast- 
Ing out oa the roadside to die, as In 
,1847. 


Today ships of commerce are going 


from Ireland to -America freighted with 
the produce of -Irish soil, which at last 
is slowly but surely coming Into Its own 
In the markets of the world.

fore Ireland will have another staple In- 
dustry besides agriculture. 
In no. few- 


er than five counties experiments aro 
being made, and with success, in the 
cultivation of tobacco.

there: give out a cigarette," called a 
girl from a window in the woman's 
ward In the co-unty Jail to a workman 
employed-on th,e eighth-story level of 
the new west Wing1. 


"Sorry," was the reply. "All I got is^ 


the makln's; I'll get you some real 
Turkish sticks tomorrow, .though." 


"Give me what you havo got now, 


and don't forget the hotter dope to- 
morrow," returned the girl. 


That was two weeks ago, and Mrs. 


Cameron, matron, has been scenting 
tobacco smoke In the woman's ward at 
Intervals since. Smoking: among the 
prisoners is strictly against the rules, 
tout it isinow' known that supplies of 
tobacco have come in through the win- 
dow each day from the workmen. It 
was not until yesterday, however, that 
the matron was able to solve the prob- 
lem. Several of the girls had been 
searched from time to time, but no 
contraband articles hod been found. 
The watchman on the new wing 


went to the jail with a large basket 
of fruit, cakes and other dainties. 
"These are for the girls with the 


compliments of tho workmen on the 
new building." he said. "They told me 
to hand them to the girls personally; 
please show mo In." 
Mrs; Cameron explained that 'his 
plan was against the rules, that all 
articles which went to tho prisoners 
muit pass in«poctlon. Tho man de- 
murred, but finally left the basket. 
A large box of cigarettes was among 


the- articles in the bosket, and It never 
went to the girls In handling the box. 
Mrs. Cameron disturbed tho top layer 
of the fruit and found that underneath 
was cleverly hidden a dozen boxes of 
cigarettes, tobacco, matches and other 
smokers' supplies. The "dates" were 
consigned to the garbage can. 
Following the discovery, the matron 
Instituted a thorough search of the 
woman's ward Thero are 15 girls con- 
fined in tho jail, most of them city 
prisoners. Almost without exception 
the. matron found tobacco and other 
articles which had been handed in by 
the workmen concealed among the be- 
longings ol the prisoners. Cigarettes 
were found under the mattresses of 
the cots and packages of tobacco In 
•uoe<i.

To the great majority of Englishmen 


It Is now settled beyond any doubt that 
the Kaiser. Jrepresentlng Germany, Is 
suffering with what Americana call a 
"swelled hv.ad," and has made up his 
mind to obtain for himself tha leadership 
of Europe, anil then tha whole world. 
They consider It certain thai tho Kaiser 
sees only one obstacle In hlo way, and 
that obstacle la England. 
Accord ins to 


English Ideas, German 
statesmen and 


soldiers have learned by hoE.Il th« doc- 
trines of their military teacher, who drew 
the lessons of the Napoleonic Age 


He taught them that in serious or na- 


tional war the»purpose was to overthrow 
tho adversary by rendering him defense- 
less, that is, crushing h"is armed forces; 
that, in case the adversary was a coali- 
tion, the first thine was. If tho coalition 
could not be dissolved, so that Its mem- 
bers couldi bo beaten In turn, to find the 
center of gravity. 


If there was one alley with a strong 


army, that army was the first objective. 
The German statesmen just now think 
that there Is a coalition, which consists 
of England, France and possibly Russia. 
The first move Is-to break It up. Every 
attempt Is made and will be made, to 
sever the tie between Kussla and France 
as well as the understanding between 
each' of them and England. In the as- 
sumed combination of France and ISng- 
land the Germans see the center of grav- 
ity In tha French army. 


TO STRENGTHEN ARMY. 


So the German army Is to be strength- 


ened by two army corps in the coming 
spring, so as to make a partnership with 
Bog-land too dangerous for France. That 
accomplished, the next step will bo de- 
cided when the time comes. If Franca 
would change sides, that 
would add 


twenty-one battleships to Germany's? 
thirty-three, and. with the fleets of Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Italy would give the. 
German .combination' thei desired ."Superi- 
ority at;,sea.; . But ^t npt.J tthe/defeat lo'I 
the French, army-"would Isola'te" "England, 
and perhaps provide the funds for a fur- 
ther expansion of the German navy. 


Such being the policy which England 


—strikes or no strikes—has to bo pre- 
pared to meet, what must England's pol- 
icy in Tier own defense? The naval pro- 
gram set forth by Mr. Churchill will, of 
course, be supported by both parties, 
and even a stronger policy will meet 
with general sympathy and no< serious 
opposition. 


But England plans further still. The 


conservative press is, hammering, It Into 
the heads of their readers that a naval' 
program alone will not meet the needs 
of the day. 
It Is only a beginning, 


which - must be followed up by a. strong 
military policy, anj there must not be a 
single month's delay In embarking on 
tills. ^Lord-Roberts Is touring1 lhe~coi/n- 
try, 
agitating- In favor of general con- 


scription, and ho has made It the object 
of his old age to se every Englishman 
between the ages of 18 and 42 trained In 
the use of arms, and able to don the 
king's coat In case of war. 


At present he Is not meeting -with 


much success, for tho, liberal govern- 
ment Is strongly opposed to placing this 
new heavy burden on the nation, but If 
a conservative government comes In be- 
fore he dies, Lord Roberts will undoubt- 
edly see his" ambitions crowned with suc- 
cess, 


SCIEN.TISTS.WORK1NQ. 
The coal ^strike which put all England 


at the mercy of a handful of leaders of 
quarreling miners ' and 'mine owners 
aroused the men of science, to devise 
plans to make the country Independent 
of such events and Sir "William Ramsay 
himself the spokesman for 'tho idea of 
setting fire to all the coal mines of Eng- 
land In order to keep British Industries 
going by tha gas thus generated. Other 


countries would then have to look for 
theli full supplies elsewhe-e, 


"Tha ideal state of things," ho said In 


a speech the other day, "would bo to 
have our gas retorts In tho bowels at the 
earth. There Is absolutely nothing- that 
I can see to prevent a boring being put 
down Into th» ground until,the coal stra- 
vum 13 reached. 
TVhat Is to hinder the 


coal being lighted whei* It is? 
Why 


should not tha gas be made underground? 


"You would draw up th» srOi through 


your pipe, you would have your gas en- 
gines ;_t tho pit's mouth, 
and having 


made your electricity them, it would be 
a very small matter to transform and 
eonvpy It hundreds of miles under high, 
tension.

now are fortv-thrpp countries repie- 
sented," said 
Judge 
Morrow. "At 
first the efforts of the organization 
v.-ere toward relieving suffering dur- 
ing times of war, but gradually tho 
purpose of the society was changed 
and now wherever there is suffering 
In famine, flood, fire or during any 
calamity assistance Is given."

Calaveras County Bank, Petaluma 


National Bank, Marin County Bank, Central Trust 
Company of San Francisco, successor to the California 
Mortgage and Savings Bank ,'nd Germania Trust 
Company! 


Regarding my management of the latter bank, I can 


state: When I brought the bank to San Francisco 
from San Luis Obispo most of its assets consisted of 
first mortgages on real estate in a portion of Cali- 
fornia that had specially suffered from dry years and 
the crisis of 1893.

The Care of Foundlings 


The Assbciated Charities, which has in the person 


of Miss Kate Felton, its secretary, one of the best 
workers in this country in the field of charity and 
socialogy, has, during twelve months ending March 
31 last, placed in private homes 780 foundlings under 
two years of age. Students of the subject say that 
statistics show this community in the number of 
foundlings taken care of annually is, in proportion to 
population, not a bit worse than other large cities in 
the United States. This is especially true when com- 
parisons in this respect are made with Chicago and 
New York. Figures also show that in spite of the 
gr^at improvements of" late years in the sanitation 
and management of foundling asylums in this country 


| the rate of mortality among found'ings under two 
I years of age in those institutions is 59 per cent 


When placed in private homes, the mortality 
rate 


falls to about 8 per cent. It is also said by students 
of the subject that the girl mothers of these babies in 
a great majority of cases eventually live to become 
good wives and mothers* They come from all classes 
of society, and with most of them it is their first and 
last erring step. 
Assessor Dodge in Specialist's Care 


Dr. Washington -Dodge, the assessor of this city and 


county, who has.agreed to become the ranking vice- 
president of the Anglo and London Paris National 
Bank under President Herbert Fleishhacker next fa41 
on his return from Europe, will, it is said, receive a 
salary of $36,000 a year. It is no't generally known 
that Dodge's prolonged stay in Paris is due to the 
condition of his health. It is understood his physical 
and nervous condition is such as to demand the close 
attention of one of the best French medical experts.

Dey got more 
than enough evidence, most of the witnesses being 
women. The divorce was obtained with the use of 
but little of the testimony. 
After the case was ad- 


justed, Fair refused to pay Dey die $75,000. 
He 


sued and Fair's lawyer demanded an itemized bill of 
'his work. It was given and was of such a char- 
acter that when the Senator's lawyer read it he ad- 
vised hint* to pay and quit the litigation. Fair finally 
•did so and ever afterwards denounced Dey. 


The latter fought back and on one occasion made 


an affidavit for the use of "Hog" Davis, the million- 
aire who built the Santa Cruz-Oakland narrow gauge 
road for Fair, when the latter threatened to try and 
send him to the penitentiary. 


"I'll send you to the state's prison,", shouted Fair 


one day in a lawyer's office while livid with rage. 


"If you start such a game we'll both go together," 


coolly remarked Davis as he informed Fair of an 
affidavit he had from Dey about him. 


Subsequently Fair and Davis settled their differ- 


ences and the Dey affidavit was destroyed in the pres- 
ence of witnesses. Its contents never became public, 
but are said to have been sizzling in their character 
against Fair. 
ThinKs Young HesKeth Dead 


Fred Sharon, the unr^ of young Frederick F. Hes- 


keth, does not believe the latter has been located in 
Montana. He is still of the opinion that his nephew 
was drowned in the Irish channel in 1910 while 
crossing over to Ireland to enjoy a hunting trip. 
Whether the death was accidental or intentional, he 
does not pretend to know. Young Hesketh was a 
lieutenant in the British army and the second son of 
Sir Thomas and Lady-Heskcth. The latter was Flora 
Sharon of this city, a sister of Fred Sharon, and an 
owner with him in the Palace hotel and other valu- 
able properties here. 


Young Hesketh kissed his mother good-bye befor» 


he started for Ireland on his furlough. That was the 
last she ever saw of him. People on a steamer bound 
for Ireland saw a man answering his description. He 
had no stateroom and was walking the deck aim- 
lessly. He disappeared before the vessel reached its 
destination. - Police all over the world have Ms de- 
scription, but never have succeeded in getting the* 
least trace of him. His name has been stricken from 
the British army roster as "missing" and his rela- 
tives mourn him as dead. 


His elder brother, Thomas F. Hesketh, is married 


to a stepdaughter of Fred Sharon. She was a Breck- 
enridge of this city. Her mother, Mrs. Fred Sharon, 
was a Tevis. The young couple are en route here to 
visit the Sharons at their Menlo Park home. As both 
their parents are very wealthy, the couple will event- 
ually come into a great fortune. It was on this coast 
that Sir Thomas Kcsketh married Flora Sharon.

j> -T,he./old shiny black, piano.;which formed "the center of affairs 
musical in the school room is being today supplanted by the me- 
chanical recording machine by means of which the pupils are 
regaled with selections from grand opera and symphony. The old- 
time school entertainment, with its carefully prepared elocution, 
recitation and song, is already to some extent a thing of the past, 
and when a fund is to be raised to pay the installment on the talk- 
ing machine, the phonograph itself gives the entertainment. 


The age" of machinery has-Jcome,'and'the" old sing-song of'the 


pupils is replaced by the "whirling music" of the disc and cylinder. 
-Ir. the past only a meager insight into the re'almxrf 'music was pos- 
sible to the school child, but that acquaintance was of an intimate 
nature hardly to be attained by listening to machine-made melodies. 


The displacement of the piano by the recording machine has'its 


elements of value and its elements of loss. It cannot be denied that 
such a displacement is taking place. Whether it will be of ultimate 
worth or detriment is a question that can only be settled by time. 


The question of the two kinds of training goes to the roots of 


one(of the mysteries of psychlogy to which the savants have failed 
so far toJgive an ad'cqliate'reply f This is the mystery of ^musical 
memory.

The memory for tunes is apparently" independent of other forms 


of memory. A man may become afflicted with absolute aphasia so 
far as words and sentences are concerned. 
He may be unable to 


repeat his own name or the simplest phrases. Yet his musical mem- 
ory may remain entirely unimpaired. At the same time a man with 
a perfect memory for words, figures, faces and places may have not 
the remotest faculty for recollecting the simplest tune. 


Psychologists have engag j in Wordy wars over the question as 


to whether the brain center for association of musical sounds is 
located in a different portion of the brain area from that of the 
center of association for non-musical sounds, such as noises and 
ordinary speech. 
It is well known that while using his brain in 


non-musical associational activity, such as that of conversing with 
a friend, a musician may be running over in his mind musical har- 
monics and melodies in recollection, thus carrying on two independ- 
ent functions simultaneously. 


The old psychology bound up musical memory with the utter- 


ance of musical sound. Herbert Spencer made an attempt at which 
was for years held to have been a successful one, to trace the origin 
of music to emotional speech. The new psychology has to some 
extent abandoned these theories as not being sufficiently complex 
to meet the varied phenomena embraced in the subject matter. 


The old psychology would have insisted that the out-of-tr."e 


school piano was a more efficient force in training the musical ear of 
the young than the oft-repeated playing of the most ravishing 
orchestral of operatic numbers by an excellent recording machine. 
But the ne,w psychology, reorganizing that musical memory can be 
trained independently of the actual use of the human voice or the 
piano by the pupil, may stamp the machine with its partial approval. 
And psychology or no psychology, the schools will purchase talking 
machines for good or evil, while these caif be purchased for one- 
fifth or une-lenth the price of a piano.

James H. Sea-well held that the act of 
the last legislature authorizing the Crlt- 
tcndens to sue the state to determine 
title to he property is class legislation 
and therefore prohibited by tha consti- 
tution.

To support this contention he submit- 
ted a number of authorities, and instead'' 
of withdrawing the case ' from submis- 
sion, as would have been the proceeding 
under the original ruling of the court to 
permit the attorney general to move for 
dismissal on the ground o'f lack of Juris-

aerial 
navigation, bringing his mechanician, H. 
"W. Ktinz, with him. He proposed

After dipping during a-turti the biplane 
did .not right and resume an even keel. 
"Chrl^toffersori appeared to be trying to 
right the craft when It suddenly started 
sidling towards the. ground.

Q — We should like to keep a few chickens for family use, but we are renters and there is no kind 


of house or shed on the place which we could use. Is there any kind of house which is inexpensive and 
which we could move to a new home? 


A — There are several portable poultry houses on the market, but it is a matter of opinion as to 


whether they are inexpensive or not. Talk with the advertisers of portable houses (see TBJBUNE) 
and form your own conclusions. 
• 
' 


Very comfortable temporary houses for a few birds can be made from large wooden boxes turned 


on the side arid raised two and a half feet off the ground. Cover the top with roofing paper and the in- 
side walls with building or tar paper, taking care not to tear the paper and to lap it several inches so 
there will be no chance for^i draft These tight walls and the ar?n front will effectually prevent colds 
and the host of ills that fofiow in their train. The space under the house can be used as a scratching 
shed in winter and a shelter from the sun in summer, and some small boxes which your grocer will 
give you, can be put in some convenient place for nests. If more than one house is wanted, try to get 
boxes of the same size and shape, as otherwise the place will have a thrown-together appearance far 
from attractive. An application of a powder paint which comes in various colors and requires no 
mix- 


ing except with water, will give an artistic touch to the hennery and stimulate your own enthusiasm 
as well as that of your neighbors, and the cost will be trifling. 


Temporary yards can be made without the laborious work of setting posts by driving 2x2 stakes in 


the ground and hooking the wire ever the heads of small nails which have been put. in the stakes be- 
fore they were placed in position. Fasten one end of the roll of wire netting to a fence post, stretch it 
around the stakes and arrange an entrance at another post. At moving time it is an easy matter to pull 
up the stakes and roll them and the wire into a small bundle, and remove the legs from the box houses 
and your poultry plant is ready for new quarters. 


Renters should have a supply of panels of various sizes and shapes made \sy covering light frames 


with inch-mesh wire netting We knew of one town lot poultry plant which used these panels exclus- 
ively for fences. They can be made 5x12 
feet and tied to the stakes with wire and a shorter one an- 


swers for a gate. Two panels 10x12 can be tied together at the top and the bottoms spread out A- 
shape, placed against the board fence and with a piece of duck thrown over them, they make a very 
good summer coop. It is not the man who spends the most money for his equipment who is the most 
successful poultryman.

X finally;"wrote to- her and told her I 
would" not .live with fter any more and 
put np wlth'-jber abuse, but that I would 
continue to provide for her. . The next 
day she came to Sacramento and went 
to the hospital where Mrs. Robinson was 
and. threatened, her with violence 
and 


made so much, disturbance that iirio re- 
signed her position rather than have the 
hospital annoyed. Mrs. Clark then went 
to my home when I was out and stole 
E"ranklln and took him to Alameda. 


I Immediately ''moved to Oakland and 
opened offices here that I ' might. be 
VhereV.I 'could sen1, the /children c"and be 
among my friends. I have succeeded In 
building up my business again. In splto 
of her'threats. Mrs. Clark has threat- 
ened my. mother with violence If she 
continued to live with me and has phoned 
abuses and Insults to my relatives, and 
hai even written letters to my relatives 
In the east to Influence thorn against me. 


I havo never eloped or lived with tiny 


woman but my mother, nor have I kid- 
naped any child, as she has stated. 


'When she saw she could not 
Injure 


mo by fair means she 'has resorted to 
foul, as was -evidenced' by her vicious 'at- 
tack ' oh ?Mra.'-Robinson;; who <thad gon>i" 
on the ;«treet for a folk after being up 
jajl,- night with 
a ' sick patient. She 


showed her superiority as a puplllst but 
her Inferiority as a.lady. 
I am willing and anxious, to provide 


for my children, but not willing to M- 
slst her . In her abuses., 


I have . continued to send her money 


for which I hold receipts^ tho last one 
diated April. C, 1912, three day* previous 
to her tiling complaint. 


I do not wish to enter Into any contro- 


versy and this explanation Is not neces- 
sary for those who hav« known me 
for the sixteen years that I havo been a 
resident here,, but for those :'who: have 
not' known' me I make 'this explanation.
